A. Kate Thurman spoke regarding making a recommendation to the City to change the current Disabilities Icon in 

favor of a newer icon.

It was suggested a link be added from the Commission website for Traffic and Parking website. 

C. Kellyann Binari asked that the Agenda and other documents to be shared by e-mail be changed to PDF as it is 

hard to read the current Doc 

D. Emmanuel Andrade recommended the possibility of a link being added to the Commission’s website as a 

means for public updates on accessibility renovations. 

E. Emmanuel Andrade proposed a study of parking lots in the City. 

F. Kellyann Binari made a motion to form a By-Laws sub-committee, the motion was seconded and passed. Colin 

Killick appointed Himself, Cindy Hickey and Kellyann Binari to the subcommittee. Colin Appointed Cindy as Chair. 

7. Old Business 

A. Kellyann Binari asked about a tree root at 296-300 Union Square. Robert King agreed to look into the problem. 

8. Public Input 

Ellen Frith spoke to the Commission of the following issues. 

1. The lack of curb cuts and accessibility to the underpass leading to Assembly Square. 

Robert will look into curb cut evaluation in the area. 

2. The idea of using citizens to monitor handicap parking violations. 

Kellyann explained this issue was brought up at past Commission meetings in which the Chief of Police greatly 

opposed this due to concerns for retribution and liability. Kellyann made a motion to allow Betsy Allen to ask the 

Police and Fire departments for a Commission Liaison. The motion was seconded and passed. 

9. Motion to adjourn; motion passed; Colin adjourned the meeting at 7:25 PM.
